Resolution  urging  City  Departments  to  share  departmental  database  data  for  an 
informational  pilot  project  with  the  San  Francisco  Survival  Manual  publication  for  the 
benefit  of  both  community  organizations  and  the  larger  city-wide  community. 

WHEREAS,  City  Departments  gather  and  maintain  a  wide  variety  of  invaluable,  yet 
underutilized  data,  such  as  demographic,  population,  and  budgetary  information;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  Departmental  data  could  be  used  to  encourage  community 
development  and  decision  making,  to  produce  updated  lists  of  community  services,  to 
increase  efficiency  and  efficacy  of  services,  and  to  connect  people  with  organizations  that 
purport  to  represent  them;  and 

WHEREAS,  Information  on  community  serving  programs  provided  by  public  agencies 
is  public  information  under  the  Federal  Freedom  of  Information  Act,  the  California  Public 
Records  Act,  and  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  information  it  is  not  currently  organized,  maintained  or  disseminated 
in  a  cohesive  way  for  the  public  to  access;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Survival  Manual  has  collected  and  disseminated 
information  for  all  SF  populations,  community  organizations,  government  bodies  and 
advocacy  groups  for  35  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  volunteer  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Survival  Manual  will  provide  all 
principal  labor  involved  in  making  the  database  data  user  friendly  for  the  public;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  operation  of  this  information  clearinghouse  will  be  based  on  grants 
and  community  fiscal  sponsorship  and  will  be  at  no  expense  to  the  city;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  urges  City  Departments  to  share 
all  database  data  to  which  the  public  is  lawfully  entitled  with  The  San  Francisco  Survival 
Manual  when  requested  for  the  purposes  of  a  community  based  informational  pilot  project.

Works  for  sidewalk  and  curb  repairs  ordered  to  be  performed  by  said  Director  pursuant 
to  Sections  707  and  707.1  of  the  Public  Works  Code,  the  costs  thereof  having  been  paid 
for  out  of  a  revolving  fund,  and  amending  Public  Works  Order  No.  174,311  by  deleting 
the  assessed  cost  of  sidewalk  repairs  at  449  Frederick  Street. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  property  owner  declined  to  request  an  administrative  review 
hearing  of  the  DPW  Director's  determination  that  said  owner  was  obligated  to  repay  the  costs 
of  repair  to  the  City  and  County,  and  proper  notice  was  provided  to  the  owner  concerning  the 
right  to  a  hearing.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  confirms  that  report  of  assessment  costs 
described  in  DPW  Order  174,  747,  including  modifications  as  the  Board  deems  at  necessary, 
be  restored  to  the  City  and  County  revolving  fund;  amend  Public  Works  Order  No.  174,31 1

Resolution  approving  the  Emergency  Interim  Service  Agreement  and  Property  Use 
License  for  Towing,  Storage  and  Disposal  of  Abandoned  and  Illegally  Parked  Vehicles 
by  and  between  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  TEGSCO,  LLC,  d.b.a.  San 
Francisco  AutoReturn,  and  a  Transition  Agreement  between  the  City,  San  Francisco 
AutoReturn,  and  City  Tow. 

WHEREAS,  To  maintain  public  safety  and  health,  the  City  is  charged  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  California  with  the  authority  and  duty  to  keep  City  streets  clear  of  abandoned  and 
illegally  parked  vehicles;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  through  the  Department  of  Parking 
and  Traffic  is  responsible  for  removing  illegally  parked  and  abandoned  vehicles  from  the  City's 
streets;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Traffic  Code  section  163  requires  the  Department  of 
Parking  and  Traffic  to  contract  for  the  towing,  storage  and  disposal  of  abandoned  and  illegally 
parked  vehicles;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  removes  approximately  six  thousand  illegally  parked  vehicles 
from  City  streets  each  month;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  former  tow  contractor,  Pick  Your  Part/The  City  Tow  ("City  Tow") 
indicated  on  January  23,  2004  that  it  would  no  longer  provide  vehicle  towing,  storage  and 
salvage  services  to  the  City  after  March  21,  2004;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  inability  to  remove  abandoned  and  illegally  parked  vehicles 
from  the  City's  streets  occasioned  by  City  Tow's  withdrawing  its  services  was  an  unexpected 
occurrence  and  loss  of  public  services  that  posed  a  threat  to  public  health,  safety  and  welfare 
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constituting  a  public  emergency  as  defined  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  section 
21.15;  and, 

WHEREAS,  To  avoid  the  aforesaid  public  emergency,  the  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency  Board  of  Directors  authorized  the  Director  of  Transportation  to  execute  an  Emergency 
Interim  Service  Agreement  and  Property  Use  License  for  Towing,  Storage  and  Disposal  of 
Abandoned  and  Illegally  Parked  Vehicles  ("Agreement")  with  TEGSCO,  LLC,  d.b.a.  San 
Francisco  AutoReturn  ("AutoReturn"),  for  a  term  of  March  22,  2004  to  March  22,  2005,  unless 
sooner  terminated  upon  the  City's  execution  of  a  long-term  towing  contract;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  is  engaged  in  a  competitive  selection  process  to  select  a  vendor 
to  provide  vehicle  towing,  storage  and  disposal  services  on  a  long-term  basis,  but  the  City 
could  not  have  completed  that  process  before  March  22,  2004;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  obtained  three  proposals  in  response  to  a  Request  for  Proposals 
issued  by  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  for  a  towing  services  vendor,  and  the  City 
has  relied  on  those  proposals  in  selecting  an  emergency  towing  services  contractor  pursuant 
to  Section  21.15(d)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  a  selection  committee  comprised  of  four  City  employees  and  three 
persons  from  outside  the  City  having  expertise  in  the  towing,  storage  and  disposal  of  vehicles 
ranked  AutoReturn  the  highest  respondent/proposer  to  the  City's  Request  for  Proposals;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  City  consulted  with  SF  Towing,  the  second  ranked  proposer,  as  to  their 
availability  to  provide  the  required  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  selected  AutoReturn  to  provide 
emergency  towing  services  on  an  interim  basis  until  a  long-term  contract  can  be  negotiated 
and  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  has  negotiated  an  agreement  by  which  AutoReturn 
would  provide  such  services  on  an  interim  basis;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  Board  on  March  16,  2004  approved 
an  agreement  titled  Emergency  Interim  Service  Agreement  and  Property  Use  License  for 
Towing,  Storage  and  Disposal  of  Abandoned  and  Illegally  Parked  Vehicles  by  and  between 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  TEGSCO,  LLC,  d.b.a.  San  Francisco  AutoReturn 
("Interim  Agreement");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  AutoReturn  and  City  Tow  have  negotiated  a  three-way  Transition 
Agreement  concerning  the  processes  and  work  to  be  performed  to  facilitate  transfer  from  City 
Tow  to  AutoReturn  of  the  properties  licensed  to  City  Tow;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  copy  of  the  Interim  Agreement  and  its  attached  ancillary  License 
Agreements  and  the  Transition  Agreement  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  Q4Q638 ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if 
set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AutoReturn  has  agreed  in  the  Interim  Agreement  to  meet  most  of  the  City 
contracting  requirements  that  may  otherwise  be  waived  for  emergency  contracts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Controller  has  certified  under  Charter  section  10.104.15  that  the 
services  provided  under  the  Interim  Agreement  can  be  more  practically  performed  under 
private  contract  at  a  lesser  cost  than  similar  work  performed  by  City  employees  and  has 
further  certified  that  the  City  will  realize  annual  cost  savings  from  contracting  towing,  storage 
and  disposal  services  between  $842,828  and  $2,637,332.;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  through  the  Director  of 
Transportation  has  determined  that,  pursuant  to  Sections  1 2P.7(b)  and  1 2Q.6{3)  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code,  the  Interim  Agreement  is  necessary  to  respond  to  an 
emergency  that  endangers  the  public  health  and  safety  and  pursuant  to  Section  8A.1 01(g)  of 
the  San  Francisco  Charter,  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  Board  has  authorized  the 
Director  of  Transportation  to  waive  the  subcontractor  requirements  of  the  Minimum 
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Compensation  Ordinance  and  Health  Care  Accountability  Ordinance  for  the  interim 
agreement;  and; 

WHEREAS,  AutoReturn  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  qualified  to  perform  the 
vehicle  towing,  storage  and  disposal  services  on  an  interim  basis  as  required  by  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  pavement  at  the  Pier  70  site  must  be  repaired  in  order  to  prevent 
potential  contamination  of  soil,  ground  and  bay  waters  by  chemicals  that  might  leak  from 
towed  vehicles;  and, 

WHEREAS,  City  Tow  is  responsible  for  a  portion  of  said  repairs  to  the  Pavement  at 
Pier  70  and  the  City  is  responsible  for  the  remaining  portion  of  that  work;  and,

expeditiously  transfer  the  Pier  70  property  from  City  Tow  to  AutoReturn,  it  is  not  possible  to

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Trial  Courts  to  require  payment  of  legal  fees 
by  a  defendant  who  is  provided  legal  counsel  through  the  Public  Defender's  Office  or 
private  counsel  appointed  by  the  court,  upon  a  finding  by  the  court  that  the  defendant 
has  the  ability  to  pay  all  or  part  of  the  cost  of  legal  assistance. 

WHEREAS,  The  Public  Defender  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  provides 
legal  representation  to  25,000  people  each  year  who  are  charged  with  misdemeanor  and 
felony  crimes  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  If  the  Public  Defender  is  unable  to  provide  legal  representation  due  to  a 
conflict  of  interest,  or  is  otherwise  unavailable  to  represent  the  defendant,  private  counsel  is 
appointed  by  the  court;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  cost  of  legal  representation  provided  by  the  Public  Defender  and 
private  counsel  appointed  by  the  court  is  paid  by  the  county;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Penal  Code  section  987.81  provides  that  the  county  may  seek

assistance  provided.  Prior  to  the  furnishing  of  counsel  or  legal  assistance  by  the  court,  the 
court  shall  give  notice  to  the  defendant  that  the  court  shall,  after  a  hearing,  make  a 
determination  of  the  present  ability  of  the  defendant  to  pay  all  or  a  portion  of  the  cost  of 
counsel.  The  court  shall  also  give  notice  that,  if  the  court  determines  that  the  defendant  has 
the  present  ability,  the  court  shall  order  him  or  her  to  pay  all  or  a  part  of  the  cost.  The  notice 
shall  inform  the  defendant  that  the  order  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  a  judgment 
in  a  civil  action  and  shall  be  subject  to  enforcement  against  the  property  of  the  defendant  in

WHEREAS,  The  Corporation  has  requested  that  the  Authority  adopt  a  plan  of  financing 
providing  for  the  issuance  of  multifamily  housing  revenue  bonds  in  one  or  more  series  issued 
from  time  to  time,  including  bonds  issued  to  refund  such  revenue  bonds  in  one  or  more  series 
from  time  to  time,  and  at  no  time  to  exceed  $26,000,000  in  outstanding  aggregate  principal 
amount,  to  finance  the  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  of  a  104-unit  multifamily  rental  housing 
project,  located  at  49  Goldmine  Drive,  San  Francisco,  California,  and  generally  known  as 
Vista  Del  Monte  Apartments  (the  "Project");  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section

Francisco  attorney  Melvin  Belli,  known  as  "The  King  of  Torts,"  who  defended  some  of  the 
most  high  profile  celebrities  and  criminals  including  Errol  Flynn,  Lenny  Bruce,  Mae  West, 
Muhammad  Ali,  Lana  Turner,  the  Rolling  Stones,  Sirhan  Sirhan,  and  Jack  Ruby  among 
others;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Belli  buildings,  City  Landmarks  number  nine  and  ten,  survived  several 
fires  during  the  late  1800's  and  the  1906  earthquake  but  remained  structurally  sound  until 
sustaining  damage  in  the  1989  Loma  Prieta  earthquake  and  subsequent  deterioration  due  to 
neglect  and  the  unauthorized  removal  of  the  roof;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Jackson  Square  Historic  District  Association,  the  Telegraph  Hill 
Dwellers,  San  Francisco  Architectural  Heritage  Association  and  the  Victorian  Alliance  have 
called  on  the  City  of  San  Francisco  to  force  repairs  to  be  completed;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  declares  its  unqualified  support  for  preserving  two  of  its  most  significant  historical 
buildings  through  all  means  possible;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  urges  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection 
to  take  all  steps  to  safeguard  the  buildings  including  but  not  limited  to  effectuating  the 
necessary  repairs;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  urges  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  settlement  with  the  building's  owner,  Nancy  Ho-Belli.

WHEREAS,  Assemby  Bill  No.  2404  (AB  2404)  introduced  by  Assemblyman  Darrell 
Steinberg  will  promote  gender  equality  in  the  operation  of  youth  athletics  programs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  implementation  of  the  existing  federal  law,  Title  IX,  has  broadened 
athletics  opportunities  available  to  girls  and  young  women  in  educational  institutions  and  led 
to  a  dramatic  increase  in  the  number  of  girls  and  young  women  participating  in  these  activities 
on  both  the  high  school  and  college  levels,  yet  still  does  not  afford  the  same  opportunities 
outside  of  school;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  2404  will  prohibit  the  exclusion  of  and  discrimination  against  young 
women  in  the  provision  and  administration  of  community  athletic  facilities,  resources,  and  the 
athletic  programs  themselves  by  local  government  agencies  including  cities,  counties,  and 
special  districts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  2404  will  supply  girls  and  young  women  with  opportunities  for 
participation  in  community  youth  athletics  programs  equal  to  those  afforded  boys  and  young 
men;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  Walter  J.  Haas,  Jr.  Fund  survey  conducted  in  1995  found  that  less  that 
25  percent  of  Oakland's  and  San  Francisco's  after  school  sports  participants  are  girls  and 
young  women  from  low-income  families,  families  which  compose  a  large  portion  of  California's 
urban  communities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  2404  is  designed  to  increase  the  involvement  of  girls  and  young 
women,  particularly  those  who  live  in  these  urban  communities,  in  athletic  activities, 
involvement  that  offers  incalculable  benefits  including  greater  academic  achievement,  better 
social  skills,  superior  physical  and  psychological  health,  and  the  possibility  of  entering  college

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WHEREAS,  Research  shows  that  girls  who  participate  in  athletic  programs  graduate 
high  school  at  consistently  higher  rates  than  those  who  do  not  and  are  more  likely  to  attend

WHEREAS,  Participation  in  athletics  at  a  young  age  enables  girls  and  young  women  to 
develop  healthy  lifestyles  complete  with  exercise  and  good  nutrition;  and

leadership  skills  and  confidence  among  girls  from  such  low-income  families  who  cannot  afford 
access  to  private  sports  leagues;  and,

the  value  of  which  is  seen  in  the  fact  that  more  than  80  percent  of  executive  businesswomen

Resolution  adopting  the  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission  policy 
regarding  Subtidal  Areas  as  official  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  McAteer-Petris  Act,  enacted  on  September  17,  1965,  has  long  served 
as  the  key  legal  provision  under  California  state  law  to  preserve  San  Francisco  Bay  from 
indiscriminate  filling;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  law,  enacted  on  September  17,  1965,  established  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission  as  a  temporary  state  agency  charged  with 
preparing  a  plan  for  the  long-term  use  of  the  Bay  (the  Bay  Plan);  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  August  1969,  the  McAteer-Petris  Act  was  amended  to  make  BCDC  a 
permanent  agency  and  to  incorporate  the  policies  of  the  Bay  Plan  into  state  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  April,  2002,  the  Commission  amended  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Plan  to 
include  a  policy  regarding  the  use  and  treatment  of  subtidal  areas  in  the  Bay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Among  other  provisions,  the  Subtidal  Area  policy  states  that,  "Any 
proposed  filling  or  dredging  project  in  a  subtidal  area  should  be  thoroughly  evaluated  to 
determine  the  local  and  Bay-wide  effects  of  the  project  on:  (a)  the  possible  introduction  or 
spread  of  invasive  species;  (b)  tidal  hydrology  and  sediment  movement;  (c)  fish,  other  aquatic 
organisms  and  wildlife;  (d)  aquatic  plants;  and  (e)  the  Bay's  bathymetry";  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Subtidal  Areas  policy  goes  on  to  state,  "The  Commission  should 
continue  to  support  and  encourage  expansion  of  scientific  information  on  the  Bay's  subtidal 
areas,  including:  (a)  inventory  and  description  of  the  Bay's  subtidal  areas;  (b)  the  relationship 
between  the  Bay's  physical  regime  and  biological  populations;  (c)  sediment  dynamics, 
including  sand  transport,  and  wind  and  wave  effects  on  sediment  movement;  (d)  areas  of  the 
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Bay  used  for  spawning,  birthing,  nesting,  resting,  feeding,  migration,  among  others,  by  fish, 
other  aquatic  organisms  and  wildlife;  and  (e)  where  and  how  restoration  should  occur.";  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  complete  copy  of  the  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission 
Subtidal  Area  policy  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  NoP4lQ8$  . 
which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Sand  mining  is  an  issue  of  great  concern  to  the  continuing  health  of 
subtidal  ecosystems  and  the  beaches  lining  the  San  Francisco  Bay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  health  of  beaches  and  dunes  is  directly  related  to  the  way  in  which 
waves  drag  sand  onto  the  shore  and  then  back  out  again  into  the  ocean;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Sand  mining  creates  a  change  in  the  depth  and  shape  of  the  ocean  floor, 
thereby  altering  wave  patterns;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mining  in  certain  regions  while  avoiding  others  can  reduce  the  harm 
caused  by  the  activity,  in  some  cases  creating  a  benefit  to  the  subtidal  ecosystem  (as  in  the 
case  of  removing  sand  deposited  in  excess  in  rear  dunes,  near  headlands  and  in  sand  banks 
in  the  Bay);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Further  scientific  research  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  appropriate 
methods  for  sand  extraction  from  the  San  Francisco  Bay  are  utilized  to  minimize  and  mitigate 
damage  to  the  subtidal  ecosystem  and  beaches;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
adopts  the  Subtidal  Areas  Policy  of  the  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission,  as 
enumerated  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Plan,  as  official  policy;  and,  be  it

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  to  accept  and  enter  into  a 
grant  agreement  with  the  United  States  Navy  reimbursing  the  San  Francisco  Fire 
Department  for  the  costs  of  providing  fire  services  to  portions  of  the  Hunters  Point 
Shipyard  remaining  under  federal  ownership. 


WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Navy  ("Navy")  and  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency  ("SFRA")  entered  into  an  into  a  legally  binding  conveyance  agreement  (the 
"Conveyance  Agreement")  that  establishes  a  framework  and  orderly  process  for  the  SFRA  to 
receive  at  no  cost  conveyances  of  parcels  at  the  Hunters  Point  Naval  Shipyard  (the 
"Shipyard")  after  the  Navy  has  completed  environmental  remediation  on  such  parcels;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  important  provision  of  the  Conveyance  Agreement  requires  the  Navy  to 
fund  reasonable  levels  of  fire  service  to  the  Shipyard  until  the  bulk  of  the  Shipyard  is  clean 
and  transferred,  provided  that  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  ("SFFD")  enters  into  a 
Cooperative  Agreement  with  the  Navy  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement 

filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  herewith  in  File  No.      Q40992  (the  "Cooperative 

Agreement");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Cooperative  Agreement  operates  like  a  reimbursable  grant 
agreement  -  under  the  Cooperative  Agreement  the  Navy  will  reimburse  the  SFFD  for  costs 
related  to  a  specified  scope  of  fire  services,  up  to  a  maximum  of  $1 .8  Million  dollars  a  year, 
which  maximum  increases  annually  by  at  least  4%,  but  which  will  be  reduced  on  a  prorata 
basis  as  parcels  are  conveyed  to  the  SFRA  because  the  Navy  cannot  lawfully  pay  for  fire 
service  on  property  that  has  been  conveyed  out  of  federal  ownership;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  the  initial  term  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement  is  for  five  years;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  SFFD  to  accept  and 
enter  into  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  and  to  make  any  additions,  amendments  or  other 
modifications  to  the  Cooperative  Agreement  (including,  without  limitation,  its  exhibits)  that  the 
Chief  of  the  SFFD  or  her  designee  determines,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  City  and  do  not  otherwise  materially  increase  the  obligations  or 
liabilities  of  the  City,  and  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of 
this  resolution.
